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Disclosure to Promote the Right To Information 

Whereas the Parliament of India has set out to provide a practical regime of right to 
information for citizens to secure access to information under the control of public authorities, 
in order to promote transparency and accountability in the working of every public authority, 
and whereas the attached publication of the Bureau of Indian Standards is of particular interest 
to the public, particularly disadvantaged communities and those engaged in the pursuit of 
education and knowledge, the attached public safety standard is made available to promote the 
timely dissemination of this information in an accurate manner to the public. 
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FOREWORD 

This Indian Standard was adopted by the Bureau of Indian Standards, after the draft finalized by the 
Livestock Feeds Sectional Committee had been approved by the Food and Agriculture Division Council. 

The oilcake derived from Sunflower (//e//a«r/?w5 5/7) is a feed of high nutritive value. It may be manufactured 
by expeiler or hydraulic pressed process or by solvent extraction process. Sunflower oilcake may be either 
undecorticated (with hull) or decorticated (without hull), depending upon the user's requirement. 
Decortication of oil seeds, besides improving the oil recovery and efficiency of solvent extraction process, 
reduces the crude fibre content, thereby improving the nutritive value of the oilcake. 

Earlier, the requirements of sunflower oilcake as livestock feed ingredient were covered under separate 
standards, namely, IS 10147 : 1982 'Specification for undecorticated sunfloweroilcake as livestock feed ingre- 
dient' and IS 10165 : 1982 'Specification for decorticated sunflower oilcake as livestock feed ingredient'. As 
decorticated sunflower oilcake and meal are hardly available in India, therefore, these are not considered for 
inclusion in the present standard. 

In the preparation of this standard, due consideration has been given to the Provisions of the Solvent 
Extracted Oil, De-oiledMeal& Edible Flour (Control) Order, 1961. Uo\ve\Qr, this st^ndeirdis subject to the 
restrictions imposed under that, wherever applicable. 

For the purpose ofdeciding whether a particular requirement of this standard is complied with, the final value, 
observed or calculated, expressing the result of a test or analysis, shall be rounded off in accordance with 
IS 2:1960 'Rules for rounding off numerical values (revisec/)' . The number of significant places retained in the 
rounded off value should be the same as that of the specified value in this standard.

SUNFLOWER OILCAKE AS LIVESTOCK FEED 
INGREDIENT — SPECIFICATION 



1 SCOPE 

This standard prescribes the requirements, methods 
of sampling and test for undecorticated sunflower 
oilcake, manufactured by expeller or hydraulic 
pressed process and solvent extracted undecorticated 
sunflower oilcake. 

NOTE — This standard does not cover the sunflower oilcake 
manufactured by Ghani process.

3 TYPES 

The material shall be of the following two types: 

a) Type I Undecorticated sunflower oilcake 

(expeller or hydraulic pressed) 

b) Type II Solvent extracted undecorticated 

sunflower oilcake. 

4 REQUIREMENTS 

4.1 General Requirements 

The material shall be free from rancidity, insects, 
visible fungus infestation and from fermented, musty 
or other objectionable odours. It shall also be free from 
dirt, adulterants and other extraneous matter. 

4.2 Specific Requirements 

The material shall conform to the requirements 
prescribed in Table I . 

5 PACKING AND MARKING 

5.1 Packing 

Unless agreed to between the purchaser and the 
vendor, the material shall be packed in clean and sound 
jute bags.

Mark.
